TRIBUNAL OF ARBITBATION 


Should Bo Blade Effective In Sut tllcff 


Disputes WUere Diplomacy Fulls— 
Mohonlc Conference Hopes For Ul- 
terior Results Not Yet Secured 


Lake Mohonk, N, Y., June 1.—The ar- 


bitration 
c-onforeuce adjourned 
last 


evening after adopting the following 
platform: 


'the seventh annual conference on \n- 


turnatloiwl arbitration, in session <it 
Lake Mohonk, extends its congratula- 
tions to all who are working: for the 
cause In behalf of which the conference 
has been called. There is encourage- 
ment to be derived from recent events 
and from the present state of the world, 
no war between great and highly cfvll 
ized powers has occurred within 30 
years. 
During that period more'than 


a hundred disputes between nations 
have been submitted to arbitration and 
Jn no case hat any appeal-to force foi 
the execution of decisions been neces- 
sary. 
On the part of many philan- 


thropist bodies there has been an In- 
creased activity which has accomplished 
much in creating a public sentiment 
favorable to arbitration, and seems des- 
tined to accomplish more. 


Tn the establishment of the interna- 


tional court at The Hague, there is 
reason for immense rejoicing and the 
profoundest gratitude. 
There is now 


a tribunal before which nations, grea! [ 
and small, may bring their contro- j 
versies, with the confidence that the 
truth will be ascertained, and fair de- 
cisions rendered. 
It remains to call 


this tribunal into action to the end that 
particular disputes may be terminated 
and that contributions may be made to 
International law. 


Certain minor wars, which were begun 


before the court of arbitration was es- 
tablished, have continued since thai 
time. Troubles have occurred in China 
which were incidental to the contact of 
the people of that country with western 
life, but they promise to have, as a latei 
effect, the bringing or an Asiatic em- 
pire within the area in which the tri- 
bunal of The Hague will operate. 


The conference expresses Its sense ol 


the great importance of making the tri- 
bunal of arbitration effective, not foi 
the repressing of diplomatic action, but 
for precluding warfare where diplomacy 
fails. 
It is essential that cases which 


threaten to lead to war 
should be 


promptly brought before this court, and 
It is highly important that minor dis- 
putes, which nations may be less re- 
luctant to submit to adjudication, should 
also be brought before it in order that 
precedents may be created and the cus- 
tom of appealing to the court may be 
speedily and firmly established. 
We 


wish that the United States might be 
foremost in submitting cases to the tri- 
bunal which they have had such an 
honorable sharp in creating. 


We would call the attention of all who 


mould public opinion to a special oppor- 
tunity, that of strengthening the feel- 
ing In favor of arbitration during the 
critical period before the court shall 
have come Into full activity; particularly 
should laborers, who bear the brunt of 
wars, be induced to use their collective 
power to prevent them. In like manner 
should chambers of commerce, boards 
of trade, bankers' associations, and or- 
ganiaztlons of manufacturers and mer- 
chants in specific lines of business, as 
well as individual financiers, be induced 
to use 'thejr power for the same object. 
Such action Is called for In behalf ol 
those greater Interests of humanity, 
which are in a sense under their guard- 
ianship. 


It is not too much to hope that ulterior 


results, not Immediately secured by the 
establishment of the tribunal at The 
Hague, may 
in the end 
be gained 


through its action. Such a result would 
be the reduction of armaments and the 
lessening of the burden and the temp- 
tations which they entail. Particularly 
it this to be hoped for in the case of the 
weaker nations, crushed as they are by 
the cost of tbeir armies and navies. 
These would be unnecessary if the de- 
cision of the high court in any case 
which they might submit to it were 
supported in advance by guarantees 
such as a. few powerful nations might 
give. 


A final consummation to which it Is 


legitimate to look forward would be 
the extension of these guarantees to the 
greater nations themselves and the re- 
duction of the great armaments. The 
court represents a great gain already 
secured, and a possible one, the value 
of which transcends all power of ex- 
pression. It remaiss to make the great- 
er gain a reality.

Lieutenant McKeaa, "Who Recovered 


His Chlef'B Body, Tells How Roper 
Loit Hiv Life T.^ylUE to Save a 
Sailor — Terrible Time \V~heii Men 
Rtilced Live* to Save Comrades. 


The body of Lieutenant Commander 


Jesse Minis Roper, who sacrificed his 
life on March 31 whilu trying to rescue 
a seaman from a fire on boar.d the gun- 
boat Tetrei, then stationed at Cavite, 
Manila, arrived at New York the other 
day ou the United States cruiser Buf- 
falo from Manila. Among the officers 
who arrived on her was Lieutenant J. 
F. McKean, who carried the body of 
Commander Roper from the hatchway 
of tho burning gunboat where he had 
lost his life. Lieutenant,McKenn was 
on the sick list at the time, but did his 
best to save Commander Roper's life. 
Seated lu the cabin of the Buffalo he 
told to a reporter of the New York 
Times the story of Lieutenant Cam- 
tuander Roper's death. 


"It was .it 6:30 o'clock Sunday morn- 


Ing," he said, "when I heard a call, to 
•which I paid no attention. Soon there 
was a scuffling on deck, and my boy 
told me that there was a fire on boani 
somewhere. Being in charge of the 
powder division, although sick, it did 
not take me long to get to my place, 
which was wherever that fire was. It 
was In tbe batch leading from the sail- 
room to the berth deck. I ran forward 
to the hatch, out of which a great cloud 
of smoko with a strong, pungent odor 
was pouring. 
I 


"Commander Roper 
was 
already I 


there, clad only, in his pyjamas. He had j 
'>t'-i +y»e first man to go down in the 
catch and was aaruost immediately, 
overcame by the smoke, xle was drag- 
ged up by two seamen and was just 
recovering when I reached his Bide. 
Some of^tbe crew were at the batch 
rescuing some of the men who had 
been overcome by the smoke while 
using the hose. 


"Every man that went down was 


sure to be overcome, but not a man 
hesitated. 
Each man when It came 


his turn ran .down, seized the body of 
the man who had preceded him and 
slung a. bowline under his arms. Then 
those on deck would pull the body up, 
while the man would go to work at 
the fire. Then be would drop himself, 
and somebody would Have to go after 
him. 
The men Just keeled over one 


after another as they went into the 
emoke. 
Before long we had 22 men 


lying unconscious on the deck. There 
was one man missing, Seaman Toner, 
and he was. known to be lying some- 
where unconscious In the middle of 
that black smoke. 
He had been In 


charge of the hose, and as soon as 
Commander Roper learned that he had 
not returned he made a rush for the 
hatch. I grabbed ilm, and he tried to 
shove me to one side. Finally Le turn- 
ed away for a minute and then rushed 
for the batch. I shouted at him to 
come back. 


" 'You don't understand anything 


about the conditions down there,' I 
said.

He rushed 1 01- 
the hatch, with Commander Roper at 
bis heels, and . they disappeared into 
the smoket witii two Jackies following 
them. 


"We all grouped around the opening 


dowa the iron ladder. I was the senior 
officer on deck, and I gave orders at 
once that no more men. should go down 
there unless they had bowlines about 
tbem. There were two officers and 
three men there already, and a minute 
later a negro named GIrandt put the 
bowline around himself and was low- 
ered, 
He got hold of the two men 


who bad gone down with Commander 
Roper and then, after tailing a few 
breaths of air, started down again and 
tied tbe line around Toner. He was 
unconscious when be was palled up 
and looked as if be was dead. 


"I couldn't stand it any longer. There 


were 25 men . lying stretched out on 
tbe deck, and I decided that it was my 
duty to go to the succor of the officers. 
I put a wet handkerchief in my mouth, 
slung the bowline about me and was 
lowered down. I had ordered tbe elec- 
tric lights in tbe compartment turned 
on. They flared out just as I touched 
the deck, and through tbe smote I 
could see Commander Roper seated on 
a pile of canvas in a corner with bis 
bead leaning against a bulkhead. I 
bauled him out under tbe hatchway 
and then found that the bowline was 
too short GO I yelled up for more line. 


"At that minute somebody bumped 


into mo and nearly knocked me over. 
It was Private Theiss, a marine, who 
bad followed me down the ladder. Be- 
tween us we got the bowline about tbe 
lieutenant commander, and be 
dragged up. 
Then we got Lewis In 


another comer and sent him up. 
I 


keeled over myself tben and didn't 
know anything more till I was on deck 
agnln. When I came to, I ordered sig- 
nals set tof assistance. At 7:45 Com- 
mander Roper was pronounced dead, 
and -Lewis eud Toner were found to 
be barely alive. They both soon came 
around again all right." 


Lieutenant McKean concluded . his 


narrative by saying tbat Lieutenant 
Commander Roper was a very popular 
man and bis loss was greatljr felt in

The Associated Char- 
ities is back of the work, which aims to 
take from the shoulders of the public 
at large the burden tof maintaining the 
tramp, through the indiscriminate be- 
stowal of food shelter^and clothing, 
by requiring him to treat directly with 
the officials of the organization. As a 
part of the plan, circulars were 'sys-

other work is to be found, work that 
a transient may employ an hour or so 
in doing. The few tramps who offer 
to work for their meal, or can be in- 
duced to do so, are directed to places 
where they can be accommodated. To 
meet the deserving "emergency cases" 
the associatirn has arranged with a 
restaurant keeper to supply plain, sub 
stantial meals to those who present 
its coupons duly stamped by City Al- 
moner Ingraharu's name

TALKED WITH CRONJE. 


British Sarfreon Says General Told 


Him Boers Would Never Yield. 


Dr. E. McCarthy, surgeon on one of 


tbe British transports between New Or- 
leans and Cape Colony, who recently 
arrived at Npv7 Orleans from Cape 
Town, reports +bat tbe vessel upon 
which be returned stopped at St. He- 
lena, and while there be had a chance 
to talk freely and privately with Gen- 
eral Cronje and tbe ctber Boer prison- 
ers there, wbo exceed 4,000 In number. 
He also talked, says tbe New York 
Sun, with Colonel Scbieles, the Aus- 
trian who was captured with Cronje at 
the battle of Paardeburg. 


General Cronje said that he bad been 


kindly treated In his captivity, but 
that a very strong guard was kept over 
him to prevent any attempt at escape. 
He was totally ignorant of the progress 
of tbe war and did not even know that 
President Krujrer had left the Trans- 
vaal, but expressed the opinion tbat 
tbe Boers would never cease fighting 
until they won their cause, as they 
preferred death to English rule.

opinion divides is upon the advisability 
of forcing the Issue immediately, says 
Frederic Palmer, special correspondent 
of the New York Post, writing from 
Tokyo, Jtii5an, 


Tlie jingoes would seize any pretext 


to strike in order that tbe blow might 
be delivered tbls ,summer. It is of no 
moment, they say, which of the vari- 
ous reports of Russia's strength in 
eastern Asia !s correct. Whether she 
has as few as 100,000 or as many as 
200.000 men, a portion must be occu- 
pied in pceservlng order In Manchuria. 
Tbe remainder cannot resist tbe ad- 
vance Into, the Llau-Tong peninsula of 
the great army which Japan is prepar- 
ed to land in Korea after her navy has 
promptly cleared the seas. To wait la 
to play into Russia's hand. The Jap- 
anese army or navy will be no stronger 
cue, two or three years hence than it 
Is today, while the Russian forces will 
be increased, and tie Transsiberiaa 
railway, once it is completed, will make 
the movement of re-enforcementp rap- 
id. Such Is the "sbort view" as op- 
posed to the "long view" of the re- 
sponsible statesmen in power. 


Had China signed the Manchurian 


convention probably the Japanese cab- 
inet could cot have resisted, if it had 
been inclined to, the popular clamor 
for war. 
Unless she cared to pay the 


price of fighting Japan for a piece of 
paper confirming her actual occupa- 
tion of Manchuria, Russia is well out 
of the-bargain. It is no secret that tbe 
Japanese government presented to tbe 
Russian government a verbal state- 
ment of its position which amounted to 
an ultimatum. 


From tbe time that the Mancburian 


convention was made public feeling 
ran as high in Japan as it did at home 
after tho destruction of the Maine. 
The situation was recognized by cur- 
tailing the expenditures on railways 
and public works in the Japanese 
budget to the amount of .$18,000,000 
for a war fund. Tbe arsenals were at 
•work nigljt aud day, and military con- 
ferences were frequent. When Russia 
yielded, public excitement was suc- 
ceeded by ratification of a victory re- 
garded as purely Japanese. 
The jin- 


goes • were left without their 
host. 


They had hoped tbat Russia would not 
"back down." 


Yet Admiral Alexieff is collecting 


taxes In MaacUuria; yet the Japanese- 
position in Korea Is no stronger than 
it was before. The real cause for dis- 
satisfaction in Japanese official ciTcles 
is that, beyond an expression of her 
Intention, Russia has still no titular 
authority In Manchuria. 
This may 


mean a great deal at some future time 
when Tokyo is acting as the ally of 
Peking in maintaining the Integrity of 
the Chinese empire. Cbang-Chih-Tung 
and the better element of the Chinese 
viceroys have been brought to a real- 
ization of Japan's friendship for China 
and of her power when exerted against 
that of Russia. 
Japan desires above 


all other things tbat China shall seek 
her assistance and advice. 
This has 


been the keynote of the Marquis Ito's 
policy from tbe first 
'Tie masses of Japanese forget tbat 
they fought to give Korea auroaomy 
and not to make her a Japanese de- 
pendency. Wl;on any obstacle stands 
In tbe way of their national ambitious, 
they name St Russia, 
It is Russia 


which is now seeking to take Korea 
from them. 
National pride, already 


great, has been immensely increased 
within the last year, and their con- 
fidence of success against Russia is 
L' zr."ii tbe greater. 
In any other 


country, with an equal measure of self 
government, the ministry would be 
overthrown for "temporizing." 
But 


the people bav;- great respect for Mar- 
quis Ito, superb in his honesty and sin- 
gle minded patriotism, eveu when he 
runs counter to their wishes. 
More- 


over, the mtkado has given no intima- 
tion that he Is for war. 
His will is 


still tha unwritten law of the land for 
tbe noble as well as for the cooly. 


By being prepared for war the gov- 


ernment bos probabiy taken tbe best 
means for preventing war. Russia 
now knows the temper of the Japanese 
people; ' be knows how far she may go 
withou_ giving Japan cause for throw- 
Ing down the gauntlet wii'c'u must bo 
taken up. But It is unlikely that her 
minister wii! desist from his policy of 
"pin 
pricks" at Seoul, where he is ac- 


cused of gradually undermining Jap- 
anese influence at the feeble Korean 
court.

and the ISO Amherst supporters went 
back to their own college last night in 
transports of glee at having won both 
the baseball game and athletic meet.

The victory^yesterday was a decisive 


one. 
Amherst had a score of 70 4-5

The meet was 
a fast one -and records were smashed 
right and left,

less 
than eight 


being broken. 
Of this number two 


were not allowed because of techni- 
calities. 
Comparison with the records 


made at Mott Kaven by the big col- 
leges recently shows up vtry favorably, 
to the three colleges which from the 
triangular league. In the discus throw 
Park of Amherst came within a few 
inches of the world's record, throwing 
118 feet and 'one inch. The records not 
allowed were those made by Blackmer 
in the 120-yarus hurdles and Thompson 
in the quarter-mile.

Blackmer ran a pretty race 
in the 120-yard hurdles, beating the 
record by one-fifth of a second, but 
the record will n'ot hold because he 
knocked over more hurdles than al- 
lowed.

The latter made the distance in the 
remarkably fast time .of 49 3-5s., but 
the judges decided that the distance 
must have been sh'ort and would not 
grant the record.

Several questions were raised by the 


defense in connection with the board- 
ing house cases as to whether they 
were known to be restaurants or board 
ing- houses or not, as to whether the 
proprietor was responsible for what 
the waiter .served, and as to whether 
the sp.otter couid be called a guest, 
but in all these points the court ruled 
against the defense. The point that the 
proprietor was not 
responsible 
was 


urged most earnestly by the defense, 
but the court hsid that the words 01 
the law, "whoever furnishes or causes* 
to be furnished," makes the 
person 


who provides what is served equally 
liable with the person who happens to 
place it on the able. 


In the case against Robert Arms- 


trong- for selling- to J. 
\V. Purcell, 


where the evidence shov,-sd that tho 
sale was not mada by Armstrong him- 
self the question was raised that Arm- 
strong was only the manager of the 
store, not the proprietor, and that ha 
could not be held responsible for what 
sorsie other agent did. On this point 
the court sustained the contention oi 
the defense. 


The liveliest debate of ali, however,

Ager.l 
Whittaker was asked what his recom-

Purcell and Turrcll bo filed, but UvU 
he could not recommend this in tlss 
other cases. These two, he said, haci' 
shown their willing-ness to tell where 
they bought their oieo, thus helping 
the prosecution. 


Lawyer Couch for the defense re? 


plied to this that he conceived 
th3 


province of the court to be to trr 
causes instead of to detect criminalr, 
and that the court should not lend it- 
self to the methods of Mr. "Whittaker's 
prosecutions, sentencing those who did 
not give state's evidence because they 
would not da so. 


Agent Whittaker said in answer that 


his rule was not to push the cases 
against those who had used oleomar- 
garine innocently, but that the 'only 
way he, a stranger, could toll whether 
tlic-y -were innocent or not was by theii 
willingness to testify as to where they 
got the oleo. He therefore considered 
the evidence'they gave simply as evi- 
dence of good faith. 
But when the 


Unvyer who represented the big c'or^ 
novation appeared for

house keepers and nscd them to shield 
the corporation, he could not recom- 
mend clemency. 
Lawyer 
Couch re- j 


torted thn.t the agent seemed to want 
to have fined all those who happened 
to employ him as a lawyer. 


The court decided that the question 


to bo decided was as to whether those 
who used oleo knew they wore 
not 


using butter, and on this point he ren- 
dered the decisions recorded above.
